And further to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,594 for the upcoming fiscal year, such sum
representing the additional costs attributed to the increase in salaries and benefits required by
the new agreement over those that would be paid at current staffing levels in accordance with
the most recent collective bargaining agreement.
